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Wli«n  seed  degenerate  and  the  Seasons  are  mifeind;  • 


iYe  must  remember  "Each  single  plant  grows  from  a  sla^rle  seed. 
If  the  crop  is  self- fertilized,  that  is,  if  each  flower  is  fertil5.zed 
with  its  own  pollen,  eaoh  seed  is  pai'e  and  will  produce  a  pore  plant. 
Vfheat  (for  example)  normally  is  a  self- fertilized  crop.    If  seed  from 
such  a  pure  plant  or  from  one  of  its  heads  is  thrashed  separately  and 
Bown,  its  descendants  will  be  what  it^  caJJed  a  pure  line.    Other  names 
for  the  B«me  thing  are  pure  strain,  puie  race,  «nd  pedigreed  variety. 
A  race  founded  thus  on  one  pure  plant  remains  a  pure  line  3ust  as  long 
as  it  oontinneB  to  be  self- fertilized  and  is  kept  free  from  miJiture 
with  the  seed  of  other  races  or  varieties. **It  follows  any  races  worth 
keeping  must  be  better  yielders  than  the  mixture  of  good  and  poor 
races  from  which  they  are  tf-icen." 

Sunlingt,  warmth,  rainfall,  cold  r;nd  gloom  are  oouaed  in  a  great- 
er or  less  degree  by  the  seasons.    Sometimes  a  plant  removed  from  one 
part  of  the  country  and  planted  elsewhere  will  double  its  production, 
and  it  will  be  found  due  entirely  to  climatic  condi  tionjj.  Attention 
to  the  above  facts  with  the  aid  of  "The  Pundamental  Principle  b  of  Good 
Farming"  l»>.id  down  by  Dr.  Knapp  in  hie  bulletin  "Fall-B?rcol!:in£?:  and  the 
Preparation  of  the  Seed-Bed"  muEt  evolve  the  basic  prinsiple  of  life 
and  furnish  the  first  aid  given  ko  unatintingly  by  our  wise  men.
